REVISE UNITED NATIONS? 

A blpartLsan group ot 17 Kcniitor.s hur. 
opened a campaign to revise and Btreiigthcii 
the Uiillcd N.itlon.';. wllli or without Russlii. 
Their Jcader, Senator Flandor.s of Vermont. 
has nnnounccd that ho will oppasc the Pre.sl- 
denfa rctnic:,L lor n loan to build permanent 
U. N. hcadqiiarUT.-; In New York until the 
organization "Is reinstated as our primary 
ngcnt for the establishment of peace." 

The firoiip'-'"' proKram Is In two [;eiiernl .lec- 
tlons. Flr.iit the .-icnators would put the U. S. 
and the Bovlel Union on trial, so to .-.pcalc, 
before a special session of the U. N. general 
assembly. As wo understand It, the a^embly 
would weigh the policies and actions of each 
government In an effort to determine which 
sought peace and which did not. After the 
verdict this country would seek a reorganiza- 
tion or the U. N.. under the senators' plan. 

It Jl-ls been apparent iiJmojt from the flrjt 
that the U. N, charter was not perfect, and 
that the veto power would have to be abolish- 
ed or restricted before the U. N. could per- 
form its great task of ensuring peace. But 
we wonder If this "trial" Is an IndLspensablc 
preliminary to rcorganlzotlon. 

America and Russia already have put thcm- 
lelvcs on trial before the U. N. They have 
argued their cases numerous times, with ac- 
cusation, counter-accusations and denials. 
These debates have done little except to In- 
creasD bitterness, widen the rilt between the 
two countries, and slow up the U. N.'s work. 

There ma two difficulties In the suggestion 
that these governments orguo their moral 
cases before an Informal court of world opin- 
ion. One concerns the peculiar communistic 
concept of truth. 

Truth, OS Interpreted by communist leaders, 
ii not (omethlng provable, not something 
thnt reflects accurate observation or factual 
deduction. Truth to them la something which 
they leel will advance their own Interests, 
further their own policies, or discredit their 
opponents. 

This concept of truth acems to have be- 
come a habit. The kremlln appears to have 
deluded Itself Into thinking that tho world 
can be treated like the regimented Rit.-islftn.';. 
Thus we have tho repeated .'itorles of Ameri- 
can Imperialism and aggression, which the 
kremlln expects the world to believe. 

The second difficulty Li to know that the 
Roncrnl assembiy'i; verdict would occomi)ll.';h. 
The free world knows who tho nggrc^-jor is In 
this cold war. But if tho U. N. should brand 
Russia as a power that docs not seek peace, 
what then? Would Russia apologize and 
reform because of this rebuke? Or would 
she walk outot the U. N.7 

We see no virtue in driving the USSR Into 
complete Isolation. It would seem better to 
keep Russia in tho U. N.. however much she 
makes a mockery of the proceeding,";, while 
efforts go forv.'ard to fitop her aggression 
by material strength rather than by moral 
condemnation. For It seems now that there Is 
no other way to save not only tho United 
Nations but world peace.

Clinton P. Andcr.soii'.s announcement that 
ho will resign ns secretary of agriciilturc, 
effective May 10, will be accepted by tho 
American people as a casual piece of new.

Tliat's all very Interesting when you .itop 
to think about it. Offhand one would think 
the resignation of a cabinet member wlio 
Ecn-ci as head of one of our departments 
of government would be a development of 
more than passing Intere.-it. But now It 
seemr: to be ]u5t "run of mine" new^. 

Tho.se old enough lo remember what 
American government w;t.s like before the 
reign of Roasevelt will recall that the Prr;;l- 
dcnt's cabinet had all the appearances .it 
least of performing .in Important govern- 
mental function. While the cabinet mem- 
bers, as such, were appointed and had no 
official duties, they headed up the different 
departments of the government and were 
chief advisers. 

Mr. Roosevelt changed all that by doing 
the cabinet member.';' thinking tor them 
and reducing their responsibilities to almost 
nil. 

Now, Instead, we have bureaus of every 
description taking over the responsibilities 
formerly delegated to thcFe governmental 
departments. This I.s well llliistrat«d, for 
Instance, by the department of labor who.sc 
Ilgure-head secretifTV means virtually noth- 
ing any more to the American people. 

Before New Dealism there was considerable 
algnlficancc in an announcement that the 
President had called his cabinet into special 
session. It seemed as if such an occasion 
constituted o meeting of the nation's "board 
of directors"— a compact unit set up to make 
important decisions, quickly if ncccs.sary. 
■ But aJl that has changed. We seldom hear 
of a "cabinet meeting." In Its place wc have 
a cumbersome machine which part of the 
time wc can't .even get started. Democrocy, 
like everything else, is undergoing the pro- 
cesses or evolution, we hope for the better.
